Subject; —Import policy for April 1962—^MarcJi 1963—Grant of licences on annual 
basis. 

No. 40-ITC(PN)/62.~-AttentIon of the importers is invited to the ‘Preface' to 
the Red Book for the year April 1962—Ma;cn 1963, wherein It was statea that 
annual licensing will be done to the extent poss.ble, sabje.t io the foreign excnange 
availability and will mainly cover the essential ref 4 Uue.'nec.ta of actual users in 
the scheduled and non-scheduled sectors. It was also stated tb.at a separate 
announcement will be made to indicate the scope of annual licensing. 

2. As provided In para 15 of Section 1 of the current Red Book, all applii'ants 
whether established Importers, actua. users or others should submit their applica¬ 
tions on annual basis to cover their yearly entitle nent requlrcinent for tne year 
April 1962 —March 1963. In this connection, the following points should be noted 
lor guidance:— 

(1) In the case of established Importers, the applications on yearly basis 
should he lor double of their half yearly entitlement. 

(il) The actual users should submit applications lor Import 1‘ccrcec for 
double of their half yearly re^ulremmts of raw materials and 
components. 
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(111) la respect of Capital Goods, H.E.P., Plant and machinery equipments 
and any other requirement of non-recurring nature, the Actual Users 
should submit their applications in respect o£ their actual require¬ 
ments only, 

(Iv) Tha applications for import licences under the Export Promotion 
&heme shoxiid he rqade on quarterly/monthly basis, as laid down 
In Appendix 23 to the current Bed Book. 

Cv) The appucations for replacement licences will be entertained aa and 
when made in terms of the relevant policy in force. 

(Vi) Applications for A.U. licences from Central and State Government 
Departments, Development Projects and Central Government Con¬ 
trolled .rolnt Stock Companies should he made on half yoariy basis 
against speclAc release of foreign exchange. 

in the case of applications lor import licences on yearly basis covered by (i) 
and <ii) above, the application fee will be twice the amount calciilated on half of me 
value of the goods specified in the application, In accordance with the scale of 
fee indicate^ In paragraph 8 of Section I of the current Bed Book, read with the 
“Bote” in the said paragraph 8. But in the case of applications covered by (ill), 
.(.iv), (v) and (vl) above, the application lee as prescribed in para 8 of Section I 
of the Current Bed Book lor six monthly licensing will be chargeable and only 
one Ucence covering the entitlement/requirement will be issued. 

3. Subject to the provisions of the above para, all applications lor import 
licences will be made on yearly basis. It Is, however, notified for the Information 
of the trade that annual licences will be issued during the year April 1902— 
March 1903 in respect of the undermentioned items/industries:—

of the Development Wing, annual licensing will be dona In respect of the follow¬

In other cases, licences against the applications made on j'early basla, will 
be Issued In two InstalmentB. Llcencea covering first naif yearly entitlement wUl 
be Issued as first instalment and supplementary licences covering next half yearly 
entitlement will be Issued subject to such cuts as may be decided upon by Gov¬ 
ernment In the next half year. 


4 , Annual licences will be Issu6d with the Initial valldUy period f.e. 12 montha 
or 18 montha as the case may be applicable to six montnly licences as speemed 
In para 64 of Section I to the Red Book for the year April 1962—^March 1963. Within 
this Initial period of validity, the first 60 per cent of the .value of the licence 
should be utilised. In the next half year i.e. after 30th September 1962, the 
llcenoe will be presented to the licensing authority for endorsement for valldat.on 
ol the second half of the licence subject to such change In value as may be decided 
upon. While endorsing the licence, the licensing authority will extend the validity 
period of the licence by a further period of six months for utilisation only ot the 
second half of the value of the liqjnce. 

5. In the case of annual licences Issued under D,L.P., the above mentioned 
conditions will not be applicable. It will also not be necessary for the licensee 
to present the licence for endorsement to the licensing authority and the licensee 
can utilise the licence Issued under D.L.F. for the full value within the validity 
period of the licence.
